As to the increase of shipments In 
copper to Italy It was pointed out that j 
the Italian ambassador here already 
had explained that Italy, which pre­ 
viously had obtained copper from Ger­ 
many and Austria for her manufactur­ 
ers, now was forced to import from 
lhe 1'nlted States because of the em­ 
bargo on importation on which the 
belligerents themselves had imposed. 
The American government contends 
that if some copper has reached the 
belligerents through neutral »ountries 
It is the duty of the British to make

those neutral countries.
